DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 25-28, 31 -36, 39, 40, 42-44, and 47 (presently renumbered 1 -1 6) are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 25-28, 31-36, 39, 40, 42-44, and 47 are allowable over the prior art of 
record since the cited references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly 
disclose defining a group comprising one or more further hosts, wherein a further host is 
added to the group in response to reception of a request; determining whether a first 
condition is met, the first condition being that a number of received requests for a file 
exceeds a predetermined threshold; determining whether a second condition is met, the 
second condition being that a time limit has expired; repeating both determining steps 
until either of the first or second condition is met, and then forwarding the data to said 
further hosts in said group, wherein the processor is configured to limit the group to 
further hosts situated at a same location. 

It is noted the closest prior art, Maggenti (US Patent No. 6,633,765 B1) teaches a 
method of mobile devices joining a multicast group where the multicast group that is 
formed is dependent upon the mobile devices having requested to join the group by the 
expiry of a timer. Kanterakis (US Patent No. 7,099,346) teaches storing the data to 
fonward in a buffer until a predetermined condition is met. However Maggenti in 
combination with Kanterakis fails to disclose or render obvious the above underlined 
limitations as claimed.
